We can no 
longer wink or condone artificial bar¬ 
riers based on race, religion or ancestry, 
and expect to maintain the leadership 
and respect of the underdeveloped coun¬ 
tries of this world. We In the United 
States during these troubled times must 
provide an example of people of diverse 
backgrounds living and working to¬ 
gether in harmony, as we pray people 
of the world will also do. There Is no 
better place to establish this pattern 
than on the local government level. 

As I said earlier, as a Councilman, the 
citizens of Pittsburgh have elected me 
to represent all the people. Among these 
people are 115,000 Negroes. I feel that 
the time has come that old stereotypes 
about the place of the Negro in gov¬ 
ernment, business and Industry will 
have to change rapidly. I am honored 
to serve the people as a Councilman. 
However, there is certainly no reason 
why we cannot have Negroes at various 
levels throughout our city and county 
government, even as one of the direc¬ 
tors of one of our departments later to 
be appointed by the Mayor. This same 
responsibility holds true for business 
and Industry. Let us hope that 1962 
will see us move faster In this direction. 

I am honored to be a part of a body 
that Is building the Pittsburgh of to¬ 
morrow. My views on unemployment 
and Industrial development are well 
known. A healthy city must provide an 
ever expanding and vibrant economy 
which In turn will provide Jobs for Its 
citizens. Let us hope that 1962 will see 
In Pittsburgh new Industries and new 
Jobs made possible through a reorgan¬ 
ized and revitalized Regional Industrial 
Corporation. 

-Finally, I feel the responsibility of 
an elected official Is great, for the peo¬ 
ple elect him or her to safeguard their 
Interests. This can be an awesome re¬ 
sponsibility In a city the size of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

I am reminded of a statement by 
James A, Parley, former Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee. He 
says: "Politics Is the most hazardous 
of all professions. There is no other In 
which a man can hope to do so much 
good for his fellow creatures—and nel- 












ther is there any in which, by a mere 
loss of nerve, he may do as widespread 
harm. There is not another in which 
he may so easily lose his own soul, 
nor is there another in which a positive 
and strict veracity is so difficult. But 
danger is the inseparable companion of 
honor. With all its temptations and 
degradations that beset it, politics is 
still the noblest career any man can 
choose.”

I am happy to see that you here, too, 
have a balanced budget; and that you, 
as we have in the State, done this with¬ 
out reducing or hampering any of the 
activities that the people want. When I 
went to Harrisburg I inherited a deficit 
of 177 million dollars. We wiped that 
out. We got rid of deficit spending here 
a good many years ago. But let us never 
forget the contribution of the other 
Councllmen through the years who con¬ 
tributed so much under the great start 
of the administration of my great prede¬ 
cessor Cornelius Scully.

Members of Council, Reverend Clergy, 
Governor Lawrence, Mayor Barr, Ladles 
and Gentlemen, and Friends: 

Joseph Moran Barr was born May 28, 
1906, in the East End section of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

* He was one of seven children—five 
boys and two girls—born to Blanche 
Moran Barr and James P. Barr who 
lived at 466 South Atlantic Avenue at 
the time of his birth. 

The Barr family which now totals up 
to seven generations in America has 
been part of the public, political and 
social life of Pittsburgh for well over a 
century. 

Senator Barr’s great-great-grandfather, 
Daniel H. Barr, fought against the Brlt- 
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Ish In 1812. His great-grandfather, James 
P. Barr, was publisher of Pittsburgh’s 
first Democratic dally newspaper. The 
Dally Morning Post, 

The Senator’s father was also quite 
active in politics and was Pittsburgh’s 
first director of the Department of 
Lands and Buildings. 

Senator Barr attended grade school 
and one year of high school at St. Rose 
School In Lima, Ohio, where his family 
lived for eight years. When they re¬ 
turned to Pittsburgh, Joe Barr resumed 
his education at Sacred Heart High 
School where he was graduated In 1924. 

He then entered the University of 
Pittsburgh where he majored in Busi¬ 
ness Administration. While at the Uni¬ 
versity, he was elected to Omicron Delta 
Kappa, a national honorary fraternity 
which gives recognition to leadership 
qualities as well as scholarship. He Is 
also a member of Phi Kappa, a national 
social fraternity. 

After leaving Pitt, Senator Barr 
worked as a salesman for United Motors 
Service, a division of General Motors. 
Prom 1930 until April, 1936, he was 
employed as a salesman for the George 
S. Dougherty Company, a packing and 
canning concern at 106 Penn Avenue. 

In 1933 he helped organize Allegheny 
County’s first formal association of 
Young Democrats. In 1936 he was 
named secretary of the Allegheny County 
Democratic Committee, a post he held 
until 1954. At the same time he was 
a member of the State Democratic Com¬ 
mittee. In 1939 he was elected presi¬ 
dent of the Young Democratic Clubs of 
Pennsylvania and vice president of the 
convention association of the Young 
Democratic Clubs of America. 

In 1940 he first ran lor the State Sen¬ 
ate as the Democratic candidate from 
the 43rd Senatorial District of Pitts¬ 
burgh. At 33, he was the youngest man 
in the history of Pennsylvania, up to 
that time, to be elected to the State 
Senate. 

During 20 years In the State Senate, 
Joe Barr advocated Increased financial 
aid to the State’s educational system, 
was an early supporter of public hous¬ 
ing and the care of neglected and delin¬ 
quent children. He has championed the 


cause of minority groups and of legis¬ 
lation to guarantee their rights to equal 
opportunities and equal treatment. 

He has been a staunch supporter of 
all measures to promote urban redevel¬ 
opment and renewal, better housing, 
municipal and social reforms and other 
forms of community progress. 

He was a key figure in the enactment 
of legislation which led to the creation 
of the Urban Redevelopment Authority 
and helped Influence rhe passage in 1947 
of the "Pittsburgh Package”—a series of 
nine bills permitting the City and Coun¬ 
ty to set up agencies to attack critical 
smoke, mass transportation, water pol~ 
lutlon, parking, housing, blight and 
recreation problems. 

On December 2, 1959, he was sworn in 
as Pittsburgh’s fifty-first Mayor. He 
succeeded Mayor ’Thomas J. Gallagher 
and will serve the remaining two years 
of the unexplred term of David L. Law¬ 
rence, who became Governor of Pennsyl¬ 
vania In January, 1959. 

In 1948, he met the attractive and 
personable Alice White, a prominent 
citizen of Glencoe, Illinois. They tfere 
married In 1949. ’The couple have two 
children, Alice Elizabeth, nine years old, 
and Joseph M. “Skipper” Barr, Jr., age 
seven. ’That was the high point In the 
life of the State Senator. The greates 
thing he did was when he met and ma - 
rled Alice.

I don’t purport to know the answer 
—but that answer must be found 
whether In the form of new revenue 
sources or taxing powers, or a better and 
more realistic alignment of functions 
among the county, state and federal gov¬ 
ernments.

Members of Council, I have be¬ 
fore me the Pittsburgh Catholic. The av¬ 
erage Catholic and a lot of non-Catho- 
lics read the Pittsburgh Catholic because 
it contains a great deal of valuable in¬ 
formation. The March 8, 1962 Issue con¬ 
tains a very favorable editorial entitled 
“The Proposed Peoples Bonds.” Of course, 
they are always favorable towards the 
Administration, and they also have the 
right to criticize like everyone else. 









The editorial reads as follows; 

THE PROPOSED PEOPLES BONDS 

In his State of the City and Capital 
Budget Message, Mayor Barr announced 
Intention to submit legislation to City 
Council which would authorize a May 

15 referendum on the raising of $35- 
mllllon through the sale of Peoples 
Bonds, an expenditure which must 
be approved by the electorate. 

Hie revenue would be used over the 
next six years to finance civic urgen¬ 
cies, which the Mayor divides Into 
three classifications: housekeeping (re¬ 
placement and rehabilitation of worn- 
out streets, sewers, waterllnes, fire¬ 
houses, overhaul of the municipal In¬ 
cinerator, etc.); modernization (con¬ 
version of the city’s water system to a 
so-called rapid sand process, conver¬ 
sion to electronic traffic control, etc.); 
and the expansion into new phases 
of renewal and conversion of prop¬ 
erties. 

The $35-milllon raised through the 
bonds, together with other funds from 
other sources, will meet the estimated 
cost of the six year plan; $59-mUllon. 
It Is an investment which the Mayor 
estimates will provide nearly $360- 


mlllion worth of employment oppor¬ 
tunities and a demand for building 
materials which. In the main, are 
manufactured locally; it Is an In¬ 
vestment which the Mayor sees cre¬ 
ating new taxable values, strengthen¬ 
ing the solvency of the city, Improv¬ 
ing the city’s credit rating and build¬ 
ing Its overall fiscal position. 

In the next several weeks the city 
plans an Information campaign aimed 
at informing voters on the contem¬ 
plated major expenditures, so as to 
Insure that the vote on May 15 will be 
based on complete understanding. We 
urge our readers to follow this cam¬ 
paign closely. The Peoples Bonds' Is¬ 
sue strikes us as something that de¬ 
serves endorsement and suppor ■ 
Equally Important, however, Is en¬ 
lightened participation by citizens gen¬ 
erally In the total evolution of 
decision. 

If there are no objections. I would 
to make this article a part of ttrfay 
record, for it may be of some he P 
us. It Is the proper support whlcn 
are all In favor of.

Mr. President, I think It is cred¬ 
itable that the East Liberty Chamber of 
Commerce is going to take this measure 
to protect the public, because these 
planting boxes on the sidewalk can 
represent a hazard. 

I think there is one thing we should 
knew before passing on this ordinance 
finally. That is, that these planting 
boxes that we have downtown, those 
planned for East Liberty, and those 
which may be put up in other sections 
of the city by permission, have a po¬ 
tential of being eyesores if not properly 
maintained. The organizations which 
plant these boxes and establish them 
undertake an obligation to maintain 
them when they get permission for in¬ 
stalling these on the public ways. I am 
confident that the East Liberty Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, with respect to the 
safety angle which, I think. President 
Fagan is responsible for noting to their 
attention, will carry out their respon¬ 
sibility. 

I think It is important to be noted 
that these planting boxes, with trees, 
shrubs and flow'ers in them, can look 
pretty bad if they aren’t maintained 
well, particularly after long dry spells 
in the summer. And organizations ask¬ 
ing permission or undertaking this should 
be prepared to assume a heavy burden 
of maintenance and care for them.

I am also told—perhaps this may be 
disputed, but I checked on it before 
coming in—that there is some disagree¬ 
ment between our Director of Parks and 
Recreation and the University. He main¬ 
tains that this work, the alternative, 
could be done for less money than they 
proposed. There seems to be some dif¬ 
ference in cost. Some say the work 
could be done by machine; some say It 
has to be done by hand. But I feel 
that-this land is important, and we owe 
it to the taxpayers to protect it. 

Some Councllmen indicate that there 
is a ball park there; that they fought 
for it and will do anything to protect it. 
I say this to them; If the trend con¬ 
tinues, they will have a tremendous 
fight on their hands and will be on the 
minority side, as I find myself today.

There 
Isn’t going to be any twenty-flve-foot 
steam line because the line is going to 
be covered properly with an asbestos 
coating. ’There may same day be a ne¬ 
cessity for them to put a sidewalk 
across there.

When I was elevated to this position 
as President of Council, I accepted the 
honor that you conferred upon me. I 
also accepted the salary that the citizens 
of Pittsburgh pay me. At the same time, 
I accepted the responsibility that goes 
with this office. My first obligation is 
to the citizens and taxpayers of the City 
of Pittsburgh. I appreciate the fact that 
the Ward Chairmen, Vlce-Chalrladles, 
Committeemen and Commltteewomen, 
and citizens of Pittsburgh helped to 
elect me to Council for my fourth con¬ 
secutive term. I received thousands and 
thousands of votes from the citizens 
of the City of Pittsburgh to represent 
their Interests and protect them. I 
have tried In my humble way to do 
that, and I am going to continue to do 
that. That is the reason I am opposing 
the passage of Bill No. 413. I am going 
to vote against It. 


During the preparation of the budget 
of the City of Pittsburgh, there were 
two people In the Department of City 
Planning that I was Interested in vital¬ 
ly; that I thought were entitled to pfO" 
motions and were entitled to the kind 
of wages they should receive for the out¬ 
standing Jobs they were doing.

My position Is, that as Chairman 
of the Committee of Planning and Re¬ 
development I am not concerned with 
the administration of the department. 

I am only concerned with the legislative 
aspect of the department. The depart¬ 
ment has recommended to Council that 
certain positions be made available, and 
because of the people Involved a neces¬ 
sary vralver must be passed by City 
Council. In the Interest of the effi¬ 
ciency of the department, I am In favor 
of this. I am also Interested In the 
welfare of the people in the department. 
There is one In particular that I have 
spoken in behalf of. 

I think for the record I would like to 
say that several meetings ago Council 
voted on a procedure to be followed by 
the Planning Department regarding the 
waivers of people who come from out¬ 
side of the City and who have not lived 
In the City the necessary two years. We 
agreed that newspaper advertising would 
be resorted to. The Planning Depart¬ 
ment did this. They advertised in the 
newspapers. The eight people who are 
under consideration live in the City of 
Pittsburgh, although they have not 
lived here the two years that is re¬ 
quired. The Planning Department has 
diligently tried to find people in the 
City of Pittsburgh who can fill all these 
positions. 

I had lunch with the Director of the 
Department of City Planning on Friday. 
He indicates that he is proud of their 
record, and that most of the people 
under consideration were found In the 
City of Pittsburgh. Tliese positions re¬ 
quire a certain kind of training which, 
because of its varied nature, is new. 
Pittsburgh is not the only city that has 
a problem of filling these positions. 
Other cities are having the same dlffl- 
I culty because the type of training that 
Is required for these specific jobs is in 
short supply throughout the nation. It 
is for this reason, again, that I say I 
do not believe that Council should be¬ 
come involved in the operation of the 
Planning Department, and that this 
legislation which is before us today is 
necessary in order to permit the Plan¬ 
ning Department to do the kind of Job 
that all of us want to see our Planning 
Department perform in the City of 
Pittsburgh. It is so important to the 
City of Pittsburgh that we have a strong 
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Planning Department; that we have 
good people, qualified people, holding 
these positions. 

Naturally, there will be mistakes made, 
but I have confidence in the Director 
of the Planning Department. I feel he 
is sincere when he says he wants this to 
be the top Planning Department in this 
area, and perhaps the country. He in¬ 
dicates that he needs these people, and 
needs them as fast as he can get them. 
For that reason, I have recommended 
this legislation. I sincerely hope Coun¬ 
cil considers it favorably. 

The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Jordon. 

This young lady by the name of Rosen- 
blum was first hired as a Librarian. Did 
you know that?

I Indicated that I feel that the Job 
of Council is to concern Itself with the 
legislative matters and is not to concern 
itself with the personalities involved in 
tile various departments. For that rea¬ 
son, I don’t feel this is the proper place 
to discuss personalities. 


The Chair: 

I am not discussing personalities. From 
your inferences here, the Chairman of 
each committee is Just a rubber stamp. 
Is that right? 

I have been around here a long time. 
When I was Chairman of the Committee 
of Lands and Buildings, I kept in con¬ 
tact and found out what was going on. 
I was able to present the facts. I think 
that is the duty of all of us. 

I now find that Miss Rosenblum Is a 


Planner I. When she came in as a Li¬ 
brarian, they brought a librarian in from 
the Brookline Branch of the Carnegie 
Library. She was supposed to teach her. 
The girl spent quite a bit of time with 
her. She said she was not a librarian. 
So in order to protect her and give her 
$5 900 a year, they made her a Planner I 
Instead of a guy like Nicholas Delmonte 
who is vrorklng for peanuts. That is the 
thing I am Interested In. 

Miss Lucas retired the other day be¬ 
cause of the situation over there. She 
had a man in charge over her who had 
her do all the work. Whenever there was 
any difficulty, he would ask her what 
should be done. That fellow is a Chief 
Draftsman by the name of Bill Jones. I 
want to know whether these people are 
draftsmen or not, because I know there 
are quite a few draftsmen in Pittsburgh 
who could work in the Planning Depart¬ 
ment.

It is not the job of Council to 
sit here and take complaints of various 
persons without investigating fully 
whether there is any merit to their 
complaints and whether there is any 
merit to what they say. I prefer, my¬ 
self, to have the Director of the depart¬ 
ment brought in, to find out from him 
first whether any of what has been said 
here is so, whether we have the facts 
straight. 

I scarcely think an open meeting is 
the time to make allegations when we 
don’t know whether they are true or not. 
I am not saying that you are attempt¬ 
ing to tell us facts that are not so. 
I don’t think there has been enough 
investigation into the matter. I agree 
with Mr. Jordon that until there is more 
brought to us on this matter, this is not 
the place to go into personalities, or 
whether one person is entitled to have 
hiore salary than others 


I think that all out department heads 
work conscientiously to do the most ef¬ 
fective job that they know how. The 
Planning Department, of all of them, 
has the most difficult problems because 
the competition lor trained and qualified 
people in the Planning field is so in¬ 
tense that cities are bidding against 
each other lor qualified people all over 
the nation. Our job, it seems to me, is 
to satisfy ourselves as to the legislative 
questions and not the administrative 
ones. If we have been informed by the 
Director of the department, in accord¬ 
ance with procedure, that we, after con¬ 
siderable deliberation, as we ourselves 
said we want followed in the approval or 
granting of permission to hire persons 
not residing or having prior residence as 
required in our ordinance, I think our 
determination ends there. I don’t think 
the selection of one person or another 
is our job. ’That is the Director’s re¬ 
sponsibility. And I have confidence that 
this Director is doing the best job that 
is possible to do tc give us one of the 
finest Planning Departments in the 
United States.

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Ing so many people In the Department 
of Health, I took the stand that the 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh did 
not know when we had avacancy here. 

I didn’t think that there was sufficient 
advertising. As a result, I opposed a lot 
of legislation regarding just the kind 
we have before us today. After a good 
many years, the Administration and 
Council worked out a plan wherein the 
citizens of the City of Pittsburgh were 
to be notified by advertising in the 
newspapers that we were looking 
around for people, not only in this par¬ 
ticular department, but in any depart¬ 
ment. 

That has been complied with. I be¬ 
lieve that we are today letting our 
people know they can. If they can quali¬ 
fy, and if they so wish, become em¬ 
ployees of the City of Pittsburgh. In 
this particular case, we agreed unani¬ 
mously to that policy. A motion was 
made to refer It to the Chairman of 
the committee. The Chairman of that 
committee, Mr. Jordon, In turn con¬ 
tacted the Planning Commission and, I 
suppose, other departments within the 
confines of the City. He brought In a 
very comprehensive report, I believe. I 
was In the Chair that day. If my mem¬ 
ory serves me right, after quite a bit of 
discussion there was no change In his 
original plan, or very little change when 
we adopted It unanimously. And this Is 
the first case that came up since then. 
And now we find we have dlssentlon. 

My original statement was that I con¬ 
sider this a victory. Our people know 
that If they are looking for a job and we 
have one here. It Is advertised In the 
newspapers. If we don’t have the people 
qualified to fill the job, then, of course, 
they can go on the outside and look for 
them. 

I have been accused of being provin¬ 
cial. I was accused of being a little 
parochial, too. As far as I was con¬ 
cerned, that was not the case. I was 
accused but said nothing about It. The 
only stand I took, and still do. Is that 
the people within the confines of the 
city should get first opportunity for a 
Job that they are qualified to fill. TTils, 
1 think, takes care of that.

STATEMENT BY 
MAYOR JOSEPH M. BARR. 

I have received a letter from John A. 
Feigel, President of the Allegheny County 
Labor Council, withdrawing that group’s 
invitation to me to welcome the dele¬ 
gates of the CIO-AFL Third Constitu¬ 
tional Convention. 

Although I believe this action is ill- 
advised, I shall abide by Mr. Pelgel’s 
request. In fairness to the local leaders 
of the Allegheny County Labor Council, 
I realize they have been subjected to 
harassment and pressure by Firefighters 
Local No. 1 officials who threatened to 
picket the AFL-CIO meeting. 

Although I believe that my record as a 
State Senator and as Mayor in support of 
good constructive unionism speaks for 
Itself, I cannot let this incident pass 
without comment. 

This action by the Pittsburgh Fire¬ 
fighters leaders, and I believe it does 
not reflect the attitudes of all the fire¬ 
men, is a disgrace to the community 
and to the cause of organized labor. 

• 

In recent months the Firefighters have 
resorted to a number of shabby, carnival 
tricks with no apparent goal except to 
gain fleeting publicity for themselves, 
and themselves alone. 

I want every Pittsburgh fireman to 
understand one thing. I believe that the 
grubby headline-seeking tactics of their 
representatives have hurt, not helped, 
their cause. Let me repeat that state¬ 
ment. ’The action of the Firefight¬ 
ers representatives are setting back the 
cause of the Pittsburgh firemen. 
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The Firefighters local has demanded 
that the Mayor and City Council agree 
to negotiate a wage formula that in ef¬ 
fect would require the City Administra¬ 
tion to raise taxes each and every year 
without exception. So long as I am 
Mayor, I will never accede to such a 
demand.

Our interest as Council in this matter 
Is in the fixing of compensation for 
municipal employees. In the fixing of 
the budget for the year 1962, Council 
gave thoughtful consideration to all of 
these matters, and we are now under a 
legal disability to alter the budget for 
1962. Furthermore, as the Mayor’s state¬ 
ment points out and the court has held 
in the case just recently before It, we 
cannot delegate our legislative responsi¬ 
bility to any other group to fix wages 
for us. This is a matter of our respon¬ 
sibility. 

Now, when we did give this matter con¬ 
sideration In the budget session last De¬ 
cember, our information then was that 
there were no firemen employed in any 
municipality in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania that made as much money 
as our firemen in the City of Pittsburgh.

Now that may not be In Itself a 
sufficient answer to the complaints of the 
men who have been manning the picket 
line around this building and who to¬ 
morrow expect to take that picket line 
to a convention of labor leaders in this 
City, but certainly It seems to me that 
if we have been in the forefront of 
cities In this Commonwealth in giving 
fair compensation to firemen, among 
other municipal employees, we shoul 
have this fact brought to the attention 
of the public.

As a result of the action of the Pitts¬ 
burgh City Council on January 1, 1962, 
I was elected President of the Council.

Your communication addressed to the 
former President of Council, Thomas J. 
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Galagher, with reference to the reso¬ 
lution adopted by the members of the 
Allegheny County Labor Council, APL- 
CIO, at its regular meeting Thursday, 
January 3, 1962, has been referred to 
me for reply . . . 

And so I replied to the letter and to 
the resolution.

I received a letter from the Pennsyl¬ 
vania APL-CIO, signed by Harry Boyer, 
on February 9, 1962, addressed to George 
Boxheimer: 

“Dear Mr. Boxheimer: 

The enclosed resolution, which is self- 
explanatory, was unanimously adopted at 
the meeting of the Executive Council of 
the Pennsylvania APL-CIO held January 
31, 1962. 

In accordance with the final resolve, 
it is being forwarded to you for pre¬ 
sentation to the City Council.” 

I answered Mr. Boyer’s letter on Feb¬ 
ruary 13, 1962. I received another letter 
from Prank W. Broderick, President, and 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the Office 


Employees International Union, Local 
No. 33, AFL-CIO, 210 B. F. Jones Law 
Building, and I answered that letter on 
February 9th. I never received a reply 
from the President of the Central Labor 
Union or Joe Goney or Boyer or Brod¬ 
erick. 

I think that I made my position very 
clear as to the things that the firemen 
are doing. I stand on the record . I 
made it very plain that because of the 
derogatory language and Insults that 
were given to both the Mayor and City 
Council, before having anything to do 
with the Fire Fighters of Local Union 
No. 1 of the City of Pittsburgh, they 
would have to make an apology to me 
in this building. They can picket City 
Hall, the Arena or anywhere else. As 
far as I am concerned, the other mem¬ 
bers of Council can meet with them if 
they want, but not me. My position has 
been made very clear, very definite, 
very specific. They can come down and 
carry on just as long as they want to 
and, In my opinion, make clowns of 
themselves.

The Chair:

Mr. Moritz: 

I agree with Mrs. Garrett’s opinion 
one hundred percent. If you give this 
land away, you will be plagued in the 
future and your successors will be 
plagued by other licensees for land that 
belongs to the City. You can’t get 
away with It. It Is absolutely wrong 
to give this land up no matter how you 
subterfuge It. At least Council could 
get together with us and think It over, 
because it is absolutely wrong. You 
ought to be Jealous of Schenley Park as 
St. Louis Is of Smoke Control. It was 
given for free enjoyment by the public, 
and Council has taken it under those 
terms. So, gentlemen, I ask you to turn 
this down. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Are there any further remarks? 

Mrs. Welsman: 

Mrs. Bernice Welsman, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. The new museum should 
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be found In a Master Plan of Oakland 
Instead of cutting down existing park 
which serves a definite purpose. We 
are spending millions of dollars to 
beautify the City, and we have some¬ 
thing here that is absolutely aesthetically 
good. I understand that putting this 
building somewhere else is possible. Why 
not put this museum in one of these 
alternate places? 


Mrs. Cohen: 

Mrs. Pearl Cohen, 227 Chesterfield 
Road, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. I am an 
Oakland resident now, but formerly I 
was from New York City, In New York 
City It has been a tradition that private 
interests have tried to chip away Cen¬ 
tral Park, but the City Council there 
has stood firm to allow a minimum of 
chipping. 

I want to talk about the uniqueness 
of the playground you are doing away 
with. It Is not only used by Oakland 
residents, but by other area residents 
In the City, It Is next to the museum, 
the library, the trolley car line. This 
means that a mother can come with her 
children to use the library; use the 
museum: make a day of It by using the 
playground and park as well. I am an 
Oakland resident. I live In a house 
with two pre-school children with no 
ground around my house. This land Is 
very valuable to me. If you take away 
this ground, you are driving me to the 
suburbs, and you don’t want city resi¬ 
dents to move to the suburbs. I love 
the City, but I don’t want to sacrifice 
my children because of this. 


Mrs. Sucov: 

Mrs. Mildred Sucov, 6646 Ridge- 
vllle Street, Pittsburgh 17, Pennsylvania. 
I only want to agree with everything 
the other speakers have said. My fam.- 
lly and I do use the playground. We 
find it a very, very valuable asset. I 
strongly urge you to reconsider and 
keep the program. 


Mr. Green: 

Mr. Gerson M. Green. 5641 Hobart St 
Pittsburgh 17, Pennsylvania.

What criteria 
does Council use to ascertain who is 


eligible to receive public land free of 
charge? 


The Chair: 

I might say for your Informatloa 
that the land donated to the City of 
Plttsbm-gh by the Schenley estate was 
to be used for parks, recreation and a 
Fine Arts building at the time one 
should be erected. Helen Frick has of¬ 
fered to the University of Pittsburgh 
$2.5 million to construct thit building. 
It will be a Fine Arts Building. The 
library, museum and auditorium will 
be open to the public. 

This matter has been before Council 
for almost two years.

Mr. Kuhn; 

Mr. President: In view of Mr. Jordon's 
difficulty with this question and In 
view of what Mrs. Garrett and other 
speakers have said about the difficulty 
of their organizations having any op¬ 
portunity to respond to a matter of this 
kind, I move that this matter be laid 
over until a public hearing can be held.

Gentlemen; 

When Council held Its hearing on the 
above rezoning, you were apprised that 
the proposed motel development on the 
site could Interfere seriously In future 
redevelopment involving the widening 
of the Boulevard or the Bates Street 
by-pass and the prospective relocation 
of Halket Street. 

This redevelopment problem was re¬ 
ferred by you to the Department of 
City Planning and the Law Department 
to see If adjustments could be made 
which would minimize the cost of such 
future redevelopment and also minimize 
the injury to the property owner. 

After preliminary discussions between 
the owner and the Planning Department, 
we have proceeded to confer with the 
owner. We now have In hand Covenants 
and Waivers of Damages executed by 
Halket-Zulema Co. Inc., the equitable 
owner and prospective developer. 

These covenants are not zoning cove¬ 
nants In any sense. They are designed 
to make adjustments to minimize dis¬ 
ruptive. practical and financial effects 
of future redevelopment. The prospec¬ 
tive owner proposes to record the docu¬ 
ment when the title is received. 

In substance, the covenants propose 
that Initial construction will be de¬ 
signed so that the street widening and 
street location will take only parking 
area. The prospective owner agrees to 
waive damages for the taking of parking 
area in front if an equal number of 
parking spaces are provided, in exchange, 
by the prospective future vacation of half 
of a portion of Halket Street The pros¬ 
pective owner also agrees to waive dam¬ 
ages caused by the relocation of Halket 
Street across the rear of the property 
If a like number of parking spaces is 
provided elsewhere on contiguous, clear¬ 
ed property. In such event, the owner 
would seek damages only for improve¬ 
ments taken, such as paving, lighting, 
walkways.etc. 

These covenants do not bind the City 


or the Redevelopment Authority to make 
such exchange, but are enforceable by 
the City, the Redevelopment Authority 
and the Commonwealth by virtue of the 
public Interest In the streets to be wid¬ 
ened and relocated. 

Although the proposed covenants and 
waivers do not guarantee a minimization 
of future condemnation damages, they 
offer the best adjustment that can he 
devised at this time. 

Therefore. In our opinion, your re¬ 
quest to work out the matter has been 
fulfilled.

doing is releasing increased costs to 
services. If we do this, this is the 
beginning of the philosophy that we are 
not concerned with this, and these peo¬ 
ple have to go to the suburbs. We will 
then be Joining a good many of the 
other cities where you have an Influx of 
lower-income families and Increased 
costs to pay for them. ’This is the rea¬ 
son for my opposition to this. 

In terms of one building it is a small 
thing, if you look at it that way. But 
that is not the question at all. It is 
a much broader question; it is a ques¬ 
tion of whether it is going to remain 
the kind of area these people can live 
in. No matter how much money I have, 
I cannot live on Woodland Road. But 
I am concerned that in the City of 
Pittsburgh we do have locations where 
people of upper Incomes have a place to 
live. I don’t know where we can put 
them except Mt. Lebanon or Fox Chapel. 
’This is the issue. In weighing the two 
I hated to vote against the college. As 
we tear down buildings and move people 
around, we find that most of the people 
being relocated are the ones In the lower- 
income bracket, and you know my po- 
sion on that; that when we relocate 
them we must provide areas where, say, 
people from the Bluff can buy a home 
for $10,000 or $12,000, and not have a 
situation where they can’t get a mort¬ 
gage because they are in their fifties.

Mr, Baskin: 

Mr. President, I just wanted to report 
to Council on some of the developments 
In the Oakland area, which are pointed 
up by this communication. 

As Council knows, since last spring 
we have been pressing the hospitals and 
University to try to do something to al¬ 
leviate the parking problems In Oakland. 
We were promised by these Institutions 
to do that. As Council knows, I have 
had some meetings with representatives 
of the hospitals and University to try 
to make some suggestions to them as to 
the feeling of Council and the people on 
the need for this type of relief. 

I had another meeting Just recently 
In fact. Just yesterday, with the Uni¬ 
versity officials. I am very pleased to 


say that they are thinking of a step 
I which I think will do much to help the 
j problem, not only on a temporary basis 
but on a long-range basis. I would like 
I to report to Council on what they are 
j planning to do and what they have done, 
so that Council will be Informed. I 
I think this Is also a good time to bring It 
to the attention of Council because we 
I are getting another request from the 
I hospital committee tomorrow on a Con¬ 
ditional Use. I might say that the hos¬ 
pitals haave not been nearly as coopera¬ 
tive about this as the University has 
been. I think when we talk to the hos¬ 
pital representatives tomorrow we should 
disclose our concern to them for their 
cooperation on this problem. 

What the University has done in its 
plan Is: 1. They now have provided off- 
street parking for slightly more than a 
thousand of their faculty members, 
which means they are removing that 
many cars from the streets. 2. They 
have put restrictions on the use of au¬ 
tomobiles by students within the campus 
area. They feel by next fall when the 
new dormitories are In use there will ke 
3,000 students living on the campus 
None of these students will he permit¬ 
ted to have a car on the campus area 
unless they have provided for an o^ 
street parking space for themselves. ' 
that should remove some more cars o 
the streets.

I think we should have 
a chance to look this over and see wliat 
we are agreeing to, what we will have 
to carry out. 

My main concern, as I said this morn¬ 
ing, Is that I don’t feel that the people 
should have a false sense of security 
Just going through the motions and 
having some holes that we can climb 
into may seem to protect us, but It is 
not enough. I think we should have 
some questions answered and have In 
mind the sincere and adequate pro¬ 
tection of the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and not merely lead them to 
feel It Is something to protect them 
when It will not.

Bights and as a delegate to the U. N. 
General Assembly. 

Finally, she became a private citizen 
extraordinary who gave unsparingly of 
herself when her counsel and her help 
were sought from around the globe. 
Her death at 78 signifies the passing of 
a woman who made compassionate mark 
on this century. 


I had the privilege of knowing her 
personally and seeing her when she vis¬ 


ited mining camps and different welfare 
matters that had to do with the welfare 
of the working people. There Is no doubt 
that she was a great friend of the 
United Mine Workers and Steelworkers 
and Labor In general.

This Is the most difficult budget I 
have submitted In my tenure as Chief 
Executive of this city—and, I am .suie, 
one of the most difficult submitted In 
the past three decades. 

I shall briefly outline the major con¬ 
siderations that have guided my decision 
—making in Its preparation—considerat¬ 
ions that I hope. In turn, will serve as 
guidelines for the members of City 
Council. 

Pittsburgh Is In a prolonged period 
of transition— a transition from the 
Steel and Coal center of the nation Into 
a new and more loosely defined role as 
the service center for the entire region. 

Not only is Pittsburgh today the major 
producer of Steel—it has become the 
Educational, Medical, Cultural, Recrea¬ 
tional, and to a growing extent, the 
Research Center for more than three 
million people In this area. 

I,Ike many sections of Pennsylvania, 
Pittsburgh Is In the throes of economic 
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readjustment. Unlike many of these 
areas, however, Pittsburgh, at the end of 
World War II, launched an enormous 
urban rebuilding and industrial devel¬ 
opment program needed to strengthen 
the economic base of the city. 

We are, nevertheless, experiencing the 
pangs of industrial change-over. 

In September of this year, 12.4 per 
cent of Pittsburgh’s labor force was 
unemployed, according to local bureau 
of employment estimates. 


This combination of higher expendi¬ 
tures and declining revenues results In 
the lowest net surplus in recent Gen¬ 
eral Fund history—a balance of $317,000 
available for the 1963 budget. 

The City Treasurer foresees no im¬ 
provement in the revenue picture for the 
next 12 months. He estimates total 
funds from all existing sources would 
be $51,922,000. adding the antlcipoted 
surplus of $317,000 would bring total 
revenues available for municipal opera¬ 
tion in 1963 to $52,239,000. 


Nearly 12 per cent of the population 
within the City is 65 years of age or 
older. 

This means that approximately one- 
fourth of the adult population is either 
out of work or living on fixed pension 
Income. 

We are looked in fierce competition 
with other communities and states fcr 
new residents and new economic growth. 
To succeed, it is apparent the central 
city must remain competitive in every 
facet of municipal life including tax 
structure, if we are to capitalize in the 
future on the extensive rebuilding pro¬ 
gram now underway. 

For these reasons, I have decided that 
the City’s budget for 1963 should be 
balanced without an increase in any 
broadbased tax that would affect every 
residential and commercial property 
owner. 

This has been accomplished—but only 
by making hard and painful decisions. 

Total revenues for the current year, 
including w.ater, fell more than $600,000 
below original estimates. Major losses 
occurred In Mercantile Tax, off $210,000; 
Amusement Tax, down $250,000, with 
lesser drops in other revenue collections. 

Unanticipated expenditures during the 
year placed an additional drain on 
Municipal finances. Nearly $1 million 
in extra appropriations were required to 
meet our obligations including $150,000 
for the Municipal Pension Fund, $450, 
000 for Real Estate refunds primarily 
to downtown property owners whose 
assessments were reduced, and $312,741' 
to the Allegheny County Sanitary Auth¬ 
ority for payment of delinquent City 
sewage accounts. 


On the expenditure side, you will 
recall I Instructed every department 
head to keep basic spending requests 
below the present appropriation figure. 

This was done. Exclusive of wage 
Increments totalling $330,000 annually 
due to municipal employes. Initial 
spending requests were slashed by tne 
Departments and by the Mayor’s ofnee 
more than $80,000 below the approprk- 
tlons for the current year. 


We were not able to effect 
reductions in non-departmental IM * 
most of which are mandatory.

To implement this plan 
would cost $108,000 and bring the City’s 
appropriation for free library service to 
$2,067,276. 

The 1963 departmental requests plus 
the non-departmental costs I have men¬ 
tioned, would bring total General Fund 
expenditures to $54,632,824 compared 
with $52,239,000 In total funds—an In- 
balance of $2,393,824. 

As you know, we have reached pres¬ 
ent maximum limits on all Act 481 
taxes as prescribed by state law. To 
close this gap of $2,393,824 between 
expenditures and revenues would require 
Increased Real Estate taxation In the 
amount of three mills on land and ! 
one-and-one-half mills on buildings, or

In a few days I shall recommend that the 
annual Water Fund return to the Gen¬ 
eral Fund be Increased by $450,000 for 
a total payment of $2,595,000. 

7. The City annually transfers Its 
parking meter revenues to the Parking 
Authority. By contractual agreement, 
these funds are required as City security 
to help finance authority garages and 
the expansion of that agency’s neigh¬ 
borhood parking lot program. Because 
of Its highly successful operation the 
past 15 years, the Authority has accumu¬ 
lated $525,000 In unpledged surplus. 

I am requesting the Parking Author¬ 
ity to return this surplus to the General 
Fund In 1963. This can be safely done 
without Impairing the extensive garage 
and parking lot construction program 
planned for the next 12 months. Coun¬ 
cil should bear In mind this recoupment 
of surplus funds is a non-recurring item 
which cannot be expected annually. 

8. Finally, I am recommending the 
imposition of a tax on commercial park¬ 
ing at the rate of 10 per cent of the 
gross receipts of the parking operator. 
This tax will be collected from the park¬ 
ing operator, not the parker. Legislation 
establishing this tax under Act 481 
powers will be Introduced with this bud¬ 
get today. If approved by Council, this 
charge cannot go into effect until Feb¬ 
ruary 1 because of advertising and other 
legal requirements. City Treasurer 
estimates revenues for 1963 will be 
$600,000. 

None of this Is easy to do, and I 
regret that the City’s fiscal situation 
makes It necessary. No cause or activity, 
no matter how worthy or desirable, can 
be paid for If we don’t have the money. 

Affirmative action by Council on all 
of these proposals will produce savings 
In expenditures and gains In revenues 
amounting to $2,395,000 for the General 
Fund. 

Adjusted to Include the above changes, 
the 1963 General Fund, In Its final form, 
may be summarized as follows:

The final 1963 budget will Include an 
appropriation of approximately $6,406, 
158 for the Water Find.

What of the future? 

Pittsburgh’s financial difficulties—like 
that of every major American City—are 
due to a variety of factors to which 
there is no simple or easy solution. 
They include the outward push of the 
population, particularly high middle and 
high Income groups, from the Central 
City to the suburb: the appearance of 
regional shopping centers In suburban 
fringes, the increase In Industrial plants 
largely outside the City. All these devel¬ 
opments shift tax resources from the 
Central City to the suburb. 

At the same time, the Central City is 
called on to provide a variety of services 
for the entire metropolitan area. In 
Pittsburgh, for example, more than one- 
fourth of all land and buildings valued 
at $433,733,750 Is exempt from taxation. 
These Include Hospitals. Schools, Col¬ 
leges and Universities, Cultural, Recrea¬ 
tion and Charitable Institutions so es¬ 
sential to the needs and diversity of a 
healthy community. 

The time is long overdue for munici¬ 
pal taxpayers to gain relief in the cost 
of providing city services to these Insti¬ 
tutions. To effect this relief, we must 
follow through on a two-phase program:

1. Many functions now paid for solely 
by City residents benefit every citizen 
in Allegheny County and Western Penn¬ 
sylvania and should be properly financed 
by the County or the Commonwealth. 
I shall have more to say about this In 
explicit detail in the weeks and months 
ahead.

We have many plusses In Pittsburgh.

Mr. Kuhn: 

Mr. President and Members of Council: 

With regard to Bill NO. 1172, rezoning 
a portion of property on Pembroke Place 
—While I was not present at Committee 
Meeting last Tuesday I did inform my¬

Most of them need an Increase 
In wages. If we were to Increase the 
City employees’ salaries. It would mean 
an Increase In the budget, and Increas¬ 
ing the budget would mean an Increase 
In taxes. 

Speaking on this ordinance before us, 
I am opposed to It because it eliminates 
the pievalllng rate of wages paid em¬ 
ployees, which policy has been In effect 
for many years. In fact, these wages 
were set over half a century ago. 

The City of Pittsburgh at that par¬ 
ticular time was Insisting In employing 
mechanics to do the work they put out 
on contract at the prevailing rate of 
wages. There v^ere no objections raised 
then and should not now be raised. 

Tlie unions at that particular time 
had a closed shop agreement, and they 
agreed to work for contractors paying 
the pi'evalllng rate of wages. This was 
conjourred In by the contractors because 
the City of Pittsburgh paid the prevail¬ 
ing rate of wages. This was only done 
alter quite a few discussions and meet¬ 
ings. This Involved two questions—one 
Is that they would go along with the 
policy of paying the prevailing rate of 
wages and live up to union working 
conditions. That practice prevailed for 
many years. Some of the unions agreed 
to It at that time. In a matter of a 
few years, this was agreed to by all 
parties, and It has been going on for 
years and years. 

I would like to say that agreements 
made by previous Councils do not have 
to be adhered to by this Council. This 
case Is a little different than the City 
employing someone in a different line. 
They came to work for the City of 
Pittsburgh with the understanding and 
knowledge that they would receive the 
prevailing rate of wages. Now we have 
come to the point where we have decided 
to eliminate the prevailing rate. My 
objection to eliminating it is that I am 
for the prevailing rate; but, if the ad¬ 
ministration ol the City of Pittsburgh 
or anybody has the Idea that we are go¬ 
ing to eliminate these prevailing wages— 
I am ol the opinion that all parties 


should have been notified within a rea¬ 
sonable time so that they could act on 
It and be given time to take the matter 
before their local unions. I would rather 
think that we didn’t give them suffi¬ 
cient tim.e. I took it on myself to see 
that they were notified, after hearing a 
rumor that the prevailing rate of wages 
were to be eliminated, and they didn’t 
have time to discuss It with their mem¬ 
bership or the City. I know that all of 
the members of the union who ap¬ 
peared before us were of the opinion 
and had the knowledge that we were In 
a strait-jacket here and all of them 
were Interested in respect to our budget. 
They realized w'e had a problem. They 
wanted to cut dov/n the working hours 
and leave the rate as it is. The ques 
tion is that there might be extra cos 
If employees’ time is cut. I apprecia 
that that may happen, but it is 
gamble. Nevertheless, it would g 
Council an opportunity to meet 
them and discuss these problems 
the union representatives. ,

Mr. Kuhn 

I think everybody here in voting for 
the Salary and Appropriation Ordinances 
does so with regret. We are not able to 
provide any increase for any city em¬ 
ployee. Many of them have presented 
strong arguments for increases. Each 
year’s budget should be made on the 
basis of the City’s ability to pay and, 
of course, the economic condition of the 
entire City should be kept stable. The 
economic base is directly affected by de¬ 
cisions we make in respect to the tax 
millage. 

The budget this year contains many 
things I personally regret. It is neces¬ 
sary to eliminate City support for cul¬ 
tural activities and organizations which 
are an important part of the City’s life. 
Although they do receive support from 
other governmental units, we provided 
the initiative. It is proper that we have 
done so. The support to such organiza¬ 
tions .as WQED, Carnegie Institute, the 
Pittsburgh Symphony and the Three 
Rivers Arts Festival was money well 
spent. I hope future budgets can In¬ 
clude them. A great number of the 
people who attended these different con¬ 
certs and exhibitions were not residents 
of the City. Their attendance gener¬ 
ated valuable economic activity. At Car¬ 
negie Institute this Fall the Van Gogh 
exhibition drew record crowds. There 
is no question about the value of these 
activities. A strong case was presented 
by the people who appeared before us 
in support of them. 

In adopting this budget, we must 
carry the hope, and I personally do, that 
the subsidies can be restored to these 
programs in the future. We have an 
obligation to the people of the City to 
continue our support for cultural ac¬ 
tivities, Just as we do to the payment 
of fair wages to public employees. 
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Mr. Jordon: 


Mr. Baskin: 


Since Mr. Kuhn raised the question of 
the City’s support for the Arts and other 
cultural activities, etc., I would like to 
say I feel that the City government has a 
duty and obligation to support them. 
Because of the pressing budget, as pre¬ 
sented, It is best to have harmony and 
not make any allowance to one when so 
many others are being denied. I feel 
that we have a responsibility to support 
the Arts and other cultural activities 
and hope It will be Included In the 
budget next year. We. In the City of 
Pittsburgh, have this responsibility. 


Mrs. D’Ascenzo: 

I think Mr. Kuhn expresses the feeling 
of all of us in that It Is a painful 
budget for us to approve. The Depart¬ 
ment of Parks and Recreation Is going 
to feel the effect of this budget more 
than any other department. In an area 
where utilization of leisure time of chil¬ 
dren after school hours is necessary, the 
school buildings should be kept open 
and made available to the .children after 
the regular school hours for recreation. 
It Is difficult for me to make the de¬ 
cision for approval of this ordinance as 
the budget for the year 1963. I have 
made arrangements with the Health and 
Welfare Federation, the Department of 
Parks and Recreation and the Board of 
Education to explore possibilities for 
other alternatives. The Board of Edu¬ 
cation should see that people are not 
denied the use of these buildings. We 
will devote our efforts of utilizing all 
school buildings after school hours. It 
can’t be the responsibility of the City of 
Pittsburgh alone. l hope very strongly 
that the buildings are going to be used 
In the summer. It was an emergency 
when the City took over some of the rec¬ 
reational facilities from the School Board 
when the School Board couldn’t continue 
the program. ’The City Is now In the 
same boat. It is too big for either in¬ 
stitution to solve the problem. The 
problem Is one of great concern to me 
as far as the denial of the other cultural 
activities are concerned. It Is a difficult 
thing to do. Certain activities have to 
be subsidized. This is a budget for the 
year 1963, and if our flnanclal condition 
Is better In 1964, It should be considered 
at that time, it Is with reluctance that 
I approve this budget. 


Mr. President, In view of the difficult 
situation that the City found Itself In, 
I think the Mayor prepared a budget 
that reflects courage and realism. I 
think It will find general acceptance 
among the citizens as one In the best 
Interests of all the people. 

I do not think the Mayor should feel 
that he has to apologize for this budget 
and I don’t think Council, In adopting It, 
should feel any need to apologize. 

I hope the rest of the Council mem¬ 
bers will find themselves In a situation 
where we can do many more things that 
we want to do. We will have to be 
satisfied so far as this budget Is con¬ 
cerned. I am satisfied that this admin¬ 
istration has done the best that It can 
In the best Interest of the citizens of 
this City, and I want to say that I think 
the Finance Committee Chairman, Mr. 
McCarthy, has done a very remarkable 
Job in view of all the circumstances. We 
want to thank him for that. The Presi¬ 
dent of Council, Mr. Fagan, has done a 
very good Job this year, and It is more 
painful to him to vote for a budget that 
doesn’t accept the prevailing rate of paf 
this year. ’The citizens of this city owe 
him a real vote of confidence. I bope 
the efforts of my colleagues has been 
appreciated.

Now, Therefore, In consideration of 
the mutual promises herein contained 
and intending to be legally bound here¬ 
by, the parties hereto agree as follows; 

Article 1. The Project shall consist of

Section 2, IMPOSITION OP LICENSE

be procured by application to the Direc¬ 
tor. Before any such license shall be 
Issued, the application therefor must be 
approved.

Section 17. The Treasurer shall wltliln 
five (5) days after the last business day 
of each month report to the Controller 
and the Council In detail the amount of 
money on deposit with each bank and 
the securities deposited to secure the 
same at their market value. 

Section 18. All moneys received as 
grants from the United States Govern¬ 
ment and all funds appropriated by 
Council for any public Improvement or 
other activity lor which offers of grant 
of United States Government funds shall 
have been received shall be deposited in 
special trust accounts identified as the 
trust accounts for that improvement, 
and further identified by the Docket 
Number assigned to that Improvement 
by the United States Government in the 
offers of grant.

The funds deposited in any such special 
trust accounts shall not be considered 
so as to effect the limitation upon the 
deposit of City moneys in banks. 

Section 20. In lieu of the procedure 
set forth in Sections 11 through 15 of 
this Ordinance, any bank which is a 
member bank of the Federal Reserve 
System may secufe the City against loss 
by delivering securities to the Pittsburgh 
Branch of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Cleveland, hereinafter called “Reserve 
Bank,” in accordance with the follow¬ 
ing: 

(a) Prior to or immediately upon 
the Initial deposit of City moneys, the 
bank shall deliver to the Reserve Bank 
bearer securities ol the classes specified 
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In Section 12 of this Ordinance having 
a market value of one hundred and 
twenty (120%) per centum, of the 
amount of City moneys deposited. There¬ 
after the bank shall deliver such addi¬ 
tional securities of this type as may be 
necessary, either because of an Increase 
of deposits or a depreciation In the value 
of securities previously delivered, so that 
the securities on deposit with the Re¬ 
serve Bank shall at all times have a 
market value of one hundred and twenty 
(120%) per centum of the full amount 
of City moneys on deposit. The Treas¬ 
urer shall determine from time to time 
that the securities have sufficient mar¬ 
ket value, and he and/or the Controller 
shall have the absolute right to reject 
any securities which In the opinion of 
either are not satisfactory for the pro¬ 
tection of the deposits of City moneys, 
and to require that the bank deliver 
additional or replacement securities to 
the Reserve Bank, The Reserve Bank 
shall not be responsible for determining 
that the market value of securities de¬ 
posited with It at any time Is sufficient 
to meet the foregoing requirement, and 
shall not have any liability In the event 
that the market value of such securities 
should at any time be less than the re¬ 
quired amount. 

(b) Upon the delivery of securities 
by a bank, the Reserve Bank shall Is¬ 
sue Its regular form of safekeeping re¬ 
ceipt which shall describe the securities 
and acknowledge that they are being 
held subject to the provisions of this 
Ordinance. One (1) copy of such receipt 
shall be sent to the Treasurer and one 
(1) copy to the bank. A certified copy 
of this Ordinance In Its latest amended 
form shall be furnished to the Reserve 
Bank by the City Clerk at the time of 
advertising for depositories each year. 

(c) In holding the securities depos¬ 
ited by a bank hereunder, the Reserve 
Bank shall act solely as gratuitous cus¬ 
todian, shall be responsible only for the 
exercise of the same diligence with which 
It cares for Its own property, and shall 
not be liable for any loss when a loss 
Is due CO any cause other than lack of 
such diligence. It shall not be responsi¬ 
ble for the genuineness, validity or al¬ 
teration of, or any defect In such se¬ 
curities; nor shall It be obligated to 
maintain any form of Insurance In rela¬ 
tion to such securities. 


(d) A bank which has delivered se¬ 
curities to the Reserve Bank shall have 
the right to withdraw securities in tiie

AN ORDINANCE — Authorizing the

Section 1. TTiat the Supeerintendent 
of the Bureau of Building Inspection 
shall approve competent laboratories 
which shall conduct qualification exam¬ 
inations for welders. 


Section 2. Any approved laboratory 
shall employ as examiners only persons 
who possess the experience, training 
and knowledge necessary to determine 
the fitness of applicants for the per¬ 
formance of duties for which they seek 
a certificate of qualification. 


Section 3. ’The laboratory shall test 
applicants in accordance with the stand¬ 
ards prescribed by the 1946 American 
Welding Society Standard Code or the 
latest published revisions thereof for its 
arc and gas welding In building coon- 
struction. After testing, the lahoratopi 
shall rate appllcanis and issue certin- 
cates of qualification as merited. 


Section 4. All persons who Intend to 
weld on or for a structure, except only 
those who shop weld exclusively, shall 
first obtain a license Issued by the Su¬ 
perintendent of the Bureau of Building 
Inspection, whi-oh license shall specify 
the type of welding for which it Is Is¬ 
sued.

A welding license may be renewed for 
an additional period of one (1) year 
without an additional qualification ex¬ 
amination if the applicant’s record in¬ 
dicates satisfactory welding performance 
during the previous year an additional 
qualification examination shall be re¬ 
quired, however, of any welder who has 
not been employed at the fuocess for 
which he has been quallfledd lor a 
period exceeding ninety (90) days. 'The 
renewal fee shall be Five ($5.00) Dollars. 

Section 8. Shop welding may be per¬ 
formed by welders who do not have a 
current license Issued by the Bureau of 
Building Inspection provided that they 
have a certificate of qualification Issued 
by an approved laboratory. The employer 
of such welders shall obtain the services 
of an approved laboratory which shall 
examine the welding so performed and 
submit to the Bureau a report approving 
or disapproving such welding. All such 
laboratory reports must be received di¬ 
rectly from the laboratory and not from 
the employer or any other person. Such 
employer shall also submit to the Bu¬ 
reau a report of welding so performed, 
and the names of the welders. The em¬ 
ployer is responsible for determining 
that all of the reports are received by 
the Bureau before metals fabricated by 
such welders are shipped. 


Section 9. No employer shall employ 
any person as a welder or permit any 
person to weld who does not meet the 
qualifications herein contained, nor shall 
any person who does not meet the quali¬ 
fications herein contained obtain employ¬ 
ment as a welder or weld In the em¬ 
ploy of another.

(b) Parking—the standing of a ve¬ 
hicle except police or fire department 
vehicle or ambulance, whether oocupled, 
or not, upon a highway, otherwise than 
temporarily for the purpose of and while 
actually engaged In the loading or un¬ 
loading of passengers or materials, or In 
obedience to traffic regulations or traf¬ 
fic signs or signals. 

(e) Vehicle—every device in, upon 
or by which any person or property Is 
or may be transported or drawn upon a 
highway, except devices moved exclusive¬ 
ly by human power. 

(d) Audltorimn Authority—the Pub¬ 
lic Auditorium Authority of Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny County, created by the 
City of Pittsburgh and County of Alle¬ 
gheny under the Public Auditorium Au¬ 
thorities Law, Act of July 29, 1953, P. L. 
1034. 

Section 2 . Vehicles engaged In public 
transportation may park In the streets 
at the time of presentation of perform¬ 
ance or events In the Auditorium for 
the purpose of discharging or taking on 
passengers, hut for no other purpose, 
under the direction of a police officer. 

Section 3. Violations. It shall be 
unlawful and a violation of this Ordi¬ 
nance for any person to cause, allow, 
permit or suffer any vehicle registered In 
the name of or In the possession of or 
operated by such person to be parked In 
the street except In compliance with 
the foregoing provisions of this Ordi¬ 
nance. Each additional two (2) hours 
during which such vehicle remains 
parked In violation of the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be deemed a sep¬ 
arate offense. 

Section 4. Procedure in Cases of Vio¬ 
lation. It shall be the duty of the 
police officers of the City of Pittsburgh 
to enforce the provisions of this Or¬ 
dinance by affixing securely In a prom¬ 
inent place on any vehicle parked in vio¬ 
lation of Sections 2 and 3 of this Ordi¬ 
nance a notice of violation form. The 
notice shall bear the state license num¬ 
ber of the vehicle, the date, time, place, 
and nature of the violations, a state¬ 
ment of the total penalty or penalties 
for the noted violation or violations, and 
a form which may be filled out by the 
owner, possessor or operator In the event 
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he wishes to plead guilty to such viola¬ 
tion or violations as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. 

The violation notice form shall be 
made out in triplicate and shall be 
identified by a separate serial number 
on each original notice form, the same 
number to appear on all of the copies, 
One copy shall be for the offender, a 
copy shall be delivered to the Traffic 
Court Magistrate, and the other copy, 
undetached from the book of forms, 
shall be returned to the Director of the 
Department of Publfo Safety. 

Section 5. Procedure on Arrest. Any 
person notified of violating this Ordi¬ 
nance may, within three (3) days after 
the date of the notice, sign the admis¬ 
sion of guilt on said notice and pay the 
penalty or penalties as indicated thereon 
to the Traffic Court Magistrate. If the 
person so notified further fails to plead 
guilty and pay the penalty or penalties 
indicated, the Traffic Court Magistrate 
shall within fifteen (15) days from the 
commission of the offense cause infor¬ 
mation to be lodged, and within seven 
(7) days of the lodging of the informa¬ 
tion send by registered mail to the per¬ 
son charged, at the address of the owner 
of the vehicle shown by the records of 
the Department of Revenue of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, a notice in 
writing of the filing of the information, 
together with a copy thereof, and a no¬ 
tice to appear within ten (10) days of 
the date of the written notice. 

If the person named in the informa¬ 
tion shall not voluntarily appear on the 
date set in said written notice, a war¬ 
rant shall then be Issued for his arrest, 
in which case the penalty for the viola¬ 
tion shall be Increased by $2.00. There¬ 
after, a hearing shall be had and dispo¬ 
sition of such case be made in accord¬ 
ance with law. 

Section 6. Pines and Penalties and 
Disposition Thereof. 

(a) Any person violating any of the

Section 6. Suit for Collection of Tax, 

(a) The Treasurer may sue for the 
recovery of taxes due and unpaid under 
this ordinance. 

(b) Any suit brought to recover the 
tax Imposed by this ordinance shall be 
begun within six (6) years after such 
tax is due, or within six (6) years after 
the declaration or return has been filed, 
whichever date is later. Provided, how¬ 
ever, that this limitation shall not pre¬ 
vent the institution of a suit for the 
collection of any tax due or determined 
to be due in the following cases: 

(1) Where no declaration or return 
was filed by an^ person although a dec¬ 
laration or return was required to be 
filed by him under provisions of this 
ordinance. 

(2) Where an examination of the 
declaration or return filed by any per¬ 
son, or of other evidence relating to 
such declaration or return in the pos¬ 
session of the Treasurer, reveals a fraud¬ 
ulent evasion of taxes, including, but 
not limited to, substantial understate- 
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ment of taxes deducted and of actual or 
estimated net profits or earnings. 

(3) Where any person has deducted 
taxes under the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance, and has failed to pay the 
amounts so deducted to the Treasurer. 

Section 7. Interest and Penalties. 

If for any reason the tax Is not paid 
when due. Interest at the rate of six 
per centum (6%) per annum on the 
amount of said tax, and an additional 
penalty of one-half of one per centmn 
(1/2 of 1%) of the amount of the un¬ 
paid tax for each month or fraction 
thereof during which the tax remains 
unpaid, shall be added and collected. 
Where suit Is brought for the recovery 
of any such tax. the person liable there¬ 
for shall. In addition, be liable for the 
costs of collection and the Interest and 
penalties herein Imposed. 


Section 8. Payment under Protest and 
Refunds. 

The Treasurer Is hereby authorized to 
accept payment under protest of the 
amount of tax claimed by the City in 
any case where any person disputes the 
validity or amount of the City’s claim 
for the tax. If It is thereafter judicially 
determined by a court of competent 
jurisdiction that there has been over¬ 
payment to the Treasurer, the amount of 
the overpayment shall be refunded to 
the person who paid under protest.

Section 9. Applicability.

WHEREAS, the Partnership has applied 
for a zoning permit under the provisions 
of the “RP" District Regulations of the 
City Zoning Ordinance, which regula¬ 
tions provide for both a performance and 
a maintenance bond which run to the 
benefit of the City; and 

WHEREAS, the Planning Commission 
and the Department of Public Works of 
the City have agreed with the Partner¬ 
ship upon certain specifications and re¬ 
quirements for the construction of 
streets and sewers within said plan; 

NOW, THEREFORE, In consideration 
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of the mutual covenants contained here¬ 
in, the parties hereto intending to be 
legally bound, mutually agree as follws: 

1. That the Partnership agrees that 
it wili grade, pave and curb the extension 
of Oakville Drive to Crane Avenue, as 
shown on said plan, in accordance with 
the following specifications: 

(a) The right-of-way is to be a 
minimum of 40 feet wide with 
not less than a 22-loot cartway 
between curb lines to be com¬ 
posed of a two course 8-inch 
depth crushed slag macadam 
base covered with a 3-inch as¬ 
phalt binder and top course 
pavement. 

(b) Curbs are to be compacted as¬ 
phalt 6 inches to 12 inches 
thick, or concrete, and sidewalk 
areas to the extent shown on 
the subdivision plan to be con¬ 
crete or bituminous on granu¬ 
lar base course. 

2. The Partnership shall install separate 
storm and sanitary sewers in compliance 
with the City standard procedure, as 
established by the Department of Public 
Works of the City. Basements for these 
sewers shall be shown on the Plan of 
Subdivision. 

3. Inspection of street and sewer 
work is to be done by the City and the 
Partnership agrees to advise the City 
Department of Public Works at the date 
of commencement of the said work.

4. Upon execution of this Agreement 
the Partnership hereby agrees to fur¬ 
nish the City a performance bond re¬ 
quired by the “RP” district regulations 
and in addition a surety maintenance 
bond, which shall run to the benefit of 
the City and shall be in the amount 
of ten percent (10%) of the actual cost 
of said street and sewer improvements 
for a period of two years subsequent 
to their completion and approval by the 
City. Evidence of the actual cost of 


said street and sewer Improvements shall 
be furnished to the City for the pur¬ 
pose of computing the amount of the 
maintenance bond. 


5. Upon the expiration of the said 
two-year maintenance bond, the Part¬ 
nership hereby agrees to furnish the 
City with a renewal surety maintenance 
bond or bonds for successive periods 
of two years, for a total period not less 
than eight years. It the Partnership is 
unable to furnish a surety maintenance 
bond with respect to the renewals men¬ 
tioned herein, the Partnership shall 
nevertheless remain personally obligate 
to the City for the maintenance of these 
improvements for a like period of t me.

Section 3. Imposition of Tax: A tax 
for general revenue purposes is hereby 
Imposed upon all transactions of each 
operator with respect to each commer¬ 
cial parking place, at the rate of ten 
per cent (10%) of the gross receipts 
from all such transactions received upon 
and after the effective date of this or¬ 
dinance during the year 1963.

ORDINANCE — Making appropria¬ 
tions to pay the expenses of con¬ 


ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and for meeting the debt 
charges thereof for the fiscal year, be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1963. 

The Council of the Ctty of Pittsburgh 
hereby enacts us follows: 

Section 1. That the revenues of said 
City derived from taxes and other 
sources for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1963, and ending December 
31, 1963, Including therein cash surplus 
on hand at the close of business on De¬ 
cember 31, 1962, are hereby appropriated 
In the sum of $60,216,826.00 to pay the 
expenses of conducting the public busi¬ 
ness of the City of Pittsburgh and meet¬ 
ing the debt charges thereof during the 
said period beginning January 1, 1963, 
and ending December 31, 1963, as well 
as all encumbrances Incurred prior to 
January 1, 1963, for which services have 
not actually been rendered, or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually deliv¬ 
ered prior to December 31, 1962, and so 
reported to the City Controller. Said 
encumbrances shall be charged to the 
proper appropriation accounts for the 
fiscal year 1963 and cancelled In the 
1962 appropriation accounts against 
which encumbrances had been originally 
charged, and all unexpended balances 
of appropriations remaining open upon 
the books of the City Controller at the 
close of the fiscal year 1962, shall be and 
the same are hereby ordered to be can¬ 
celled, except such amounts as shall be 
required for payments for services ac¬ 
tually rendered or supplies, materials or 
equipment actually delivered prior to 
December 31, 1962, and so reported to 
the City Controller, or such amounts as 
shall be directed to be carried over to 
the fiscal year 1963 by resolution or 
ordinance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be Incur¬ 
red against any appropriation Item In 
excess bf the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation Item 
shall be administered subject to and In 
conformity with the following terms and 
conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of 
payrolls, shall be submitted to the City 
Treasurer In such form, and at such 
times, as he may prescribe, this data to 
Include records of employment, time 
worked, whether compensation la based 
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upon hours or days worked, quantity of 
work performed, or upon a monthly or 
annual salary basis, and such other rec¬ 
ords or reports with reference to per¬ 
sonal service as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the 
City Treasurer upon the basis of such 
records or reports, and submitted by 
him to the respective directors or heads 
of departments or offices for approval 
and certification in such form as he 
may prescribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from 
one appropriation item to another ex¬ 
cept by resolution or ordinance of Coun¬ 
cil, and such resolution or ordinance 
shall In each case set forth the reasons 
for such request, and be accompanied 
by a certification from the Controller 
stating that there is a sufficient bal¬ 
ance unencumbered and available in the 
appropriation item from which the 
transfer is to be made. 

Section 3. No obligation shall be in¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon City busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an or¬ 
der, stating the service to be rendered, 
work performed or supplies, materials or 
equipment to be furnished together with 
the estimated cost of the same. 

The Director of the Department of 
Supplies is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department all neces¬ 


sary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no requisition of 
any department shall be filled by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
of the appropriation properly charge¬ 
able, and that no order shall be Issued 
by the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, or by the head of any other 
department of the City government, 
until It has been approved by the City 
Controller. Payments on account of di¬ 
rect purchase shall be made from the 
amounts hereinafter appropriated there¬ 
for respectively. Purchases made by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
to go into stores shall be paid from the 
fund provided for such purposes, and 
when as directed by the City Controller; 
said fund shall be reimbursed from 
other appropriations to the extent of 
deliveries made from stores. 

Section 4. Council may, by resolution 
of the Finance Committee from time to 
time, restrict expenditures from the ap¬ 
propriations made hereby, both as to 
amounts of expenditures and the periods 
within which such expenditures may be 
made, and also, by resolution of the 
Finance Committee at any time cancel 
in whole or in part any unencumbered 
balance of any said appropriations. 

Section 5. For purposes of adminis¬ 
tration and accounting control, the code 
numbers indicated herein shall be con¬
